last night, the prisoner left th e city 
hall w ltti a feeling of sadness in lits 
heart for lie had been listening to 
sweetest music in the gloomy corners 
of his prison cell. 
Wolf was brought to city hall on 
Monday suffering from the effects of a 
long d ed u ct), and to th e untrained 
eve of ordinary man was no better 
than if lie had been dead. Ills muscles 
were useless and he was unconscious, 
being In ignorance of anything hap­ 
pening

immediate vicinity. 
Seeing tile condition of th e man, yet 
fearing th a t lie m ight suddenly re­ 
gain control of his faculties, tile chief 
locked him tip and left him to him ­ 
self.

When Wolf 
was release he explained It all. 
Among th e first things he rem em ­ 
bers after being confined in jail was 
th e presence of his old friends. 
They 
greeted 
him 
cordially, 
and 
then 
vanished. 
T heir places were soon 
tilled by a band of musicians, little 
men who played with the training of 
artists. 
They made w hat seem ed to 
bim tile sweetest music lie had ever 
heard, aud lie listened with rapt a t 
tent ion as piece followed niece. 
Ax 
lie became interested the bare prison 
cell was transformed 
Instead of the 
cold, Liard lines of that. severe archi­ 
tecture there appeared the beautiful 
curves aud pleasant surroundings of a 
palace. 
High above ills head was a 
balcony, a beautiful tiling in which 
sat the beauty and loveliness lie had 
known in his younger days. 
It was a 
scene he will not soon forget, and it, 
made a profound impression upon his 
mind, since lie related it down to die 
details for th e benefit of th e officers. 
A fter lie had gazed upon the e n tran c­ 
ing vision until well nigh bewildered 
with its beaut vc lie again heard the 
music, and found the midget band 
had taken eveu a better position. 
Again lite cymbals clashed and the 
horns sounded, and again came th a t 
inspiring 
harmony 
th a t 
had

caugtit Ills ear. 
He listened a tte n ­ 
tively, and noticing a stir on die 
balcony found lie was th e center of all 
eyes.

A CMfe a tl# ri*«b Cat Ins P in al T hat I# 
F o u n d In Nicaragua. 
Carnivorous 
plants 
are 
certainly 
among the curiosities of the vegetable 
world. 
The poet I os I and religious L in­ 
neus, who had occasion to study the fly 
oatching peony, found, in his astonish­ 
ment, no other name to bestow upon it 
than this— M baculum n a tu re (prodigy 
of nature). Him* the illustrious Swedish 
botanist, the mechanism of carnivorous 
plants bas been well studied, and par 
ticularly by Darwin, who has devoted to 
these plants a remarkable work. 
They 
are usually of small dimensions, and do 
not attain the si se of one described in 
the "Bollctifto del N aturalist. ” 
M. Fithian*) Carlo tells there of a g i­ 
gantic carnivorous plant thut has been 
discover**! on the shores of ladle Nica­ 
ragua by a naturalist named Duns tun. 
He difs-overed this curious plant in the 
following m anner: Traveling w ith btu 
dog. he heard the anim al give vent to 
cries of pain. 
He advanced and found 
hut dog held by three black, sticky bundu, 
under which the skin w’ua chafed till It 
bb*! These bunds were the brunches of 
a new carnivorous plant, w’hich Lu nut nu 
culls the "land octopus." The branches 
are flexible, polished, black, without 
leaves, s W tilig a viscous fluid aud for - 
uiulied w ith a great number of suckers 
by which they attach themselves ta their 
victims 
It might almost be believed to 
be an octopus transform**! into a plant. 
To extricafe his dog Dunstan tried to 
cut the branches, and enoeeuded, though 
not without difficulty, and after having 
his hands severely injured by the ten­ 
tacles of the "land octopus. 
As may 
be realized,oljeervations under these con­ 
ditions were not convenient to make, 
and the naturalist was able to get few 
facts concerning this odd plant. 
He 
prover! tho presence of numerous suckers, 
and found that the fetid odor of the 
black sticky fluid that covers the branch 
ee serves to attract prey to the plant. He 
also was able to note sim ilarity of char­ 
acter with other carnivorous 
plants. 
For instance, the "land octopus" abate 
dons its prey after huviug sucked out the 
nutritive element)). The natives of (Jeu 
tral America call this singular plant by 
the appropriate name of " th e devil’s 
nouee. ” —Paris Cosmos.

A nonslipping wood pavement has 
been reoeutiy devised which is claimed 
to be simple, inexpensive aud efficient. 
It consists in preparing the wooden 
blocks before they are laid by boring a 
few holes in them and filling the same 
with a hard setting substance composed 
of crushed stone, bitumen aud Portland 
cement. The compound is cleared off 
even with the surface, aud when they 
are laid the roadway is thus covered 
with a series of rough spots which ar­ 
rest the foot of the horse in all condi 
tious of weather, aud prevent the ani 
mal from slipping. Wood paving is ex 
tensively used in England and France.
